* companies, so that each will be 
assigned the task for which it 
best is fitted, is what is needed. 

“Competition between two trans- 
portation systems prevents either 
from giving the best service. Com- 
petitive rates between bus and rail 
systems are costly in both because 
bus operation is more expensive 
than rail. 

“In urban service the proper 
sphere of the bus is as an auxiliary 
of the tram company, carrying 
boulevard, park and feeder traffic 
and in the interurban field for| 
short hauls to communities not} 
served by the electric lines. It 
not as serviceable for the long haul 
as the rail system because it hasn’t 
the carrying capacity.

Smith. says He sold just about as many 
new cars as, he did used cars in the first 
week in April. 

‘*‘We ran about 10 per cent. more sales 
the first week in April], 1926, than we 
did in the same time 1925,’’ says Mr. 
Smith. ‘Closed cars are the ones in de- 
mand. This holds good in both the new 
and the used field. We are getting about 
the same prices for used cars now that 
we got in 1925 at this time.’’

New Gas-Electric Mack 
Bus Now Being Produced

Vital changes in the standard 
Mack bus consist of the removal, 
as now unnecessary, of the clutch, 
transmission andyemergency brake 
lever: The opegation of the emer- 
gency brake has been transferred 
to a foot pedal. ‘ 

Electric equipment furnished by the Gen- 
eral Electric Company consists of a gen- 
erator direct-connected to the engine, a 
motor coupled to the drive shaft. and a 
controller or switch to make the required 
circuits. 

The gemerator is the DT-1105, rated at 
125 volts, 200 amperes at 1200 r. p. m. It 
is self-excited by a shunt winding and also 
by a small series winding connected accum- 
ulatively so that as the load increases the 
field strength is automatically kept up and 
the desired characteristic maintained, 

There is also a‘small field winding on a 
separate circuit from the main windings, 
called the ‘‘teaser’’ field, fed from the 
12-volt starting battery taking less than 
one ampere, its function being to provide 
& smail initial excitation so that when the 
throttle is suddenly opened the generator 
will instantly respond, it is claimed. 

Both ends of the generator are of alum- 
inum alloy, bolted to the engine flywheel 
housing .and forming the front support of 
the generator. The rear end of the gen- 
erator is supported by a drop forged cross 
bracket fitting over a circular projection 
on the end of the generator. This is a slip- 
fit so that, while the generator is held 
securely, allowance is made for chassis 
distortion on uneven road surfaces. The 
armature is mounted on a hollow shaft 
running om ball bearings. It is driven by 
means of a smaller solid shaft carried 
wtihim and connected at the rear end 
through a rubber block flexibie coupling. 

The front end of the solid shaft con- 
meets to the engine flywheel through a 
splined coupling so that removal of the 
supporting bolts allows the generator to 
be pulled away from the engine. Multiple 
ventilation is secured by a fan on the 
engine end of the armature, which draws 
air through the armature core as well as 
around and by the fields, and 
through radial openings.

The motor 
is connected by a universal joint to the 
drive shaft, which drives the rear wheels 
through a differential in the standard 
Mack dual reduction axle. The gear reduc- 
tion is 10.79 to 1. 

The controller is really only a drum type 
switch, since it is used only to give the 
proper connections for forward or reverse 
or for emergency electric braking. The 
ordinary operation of the bus is entirely by 
the, foot accelerator pedal, and the bus 
speed is controlled by the engine speed. 
To make a stop, the foot is removed from 
the accelerator, which allows the engine 
to run at idling speed, under which con- 
ditions not enough power is generated to 
move the bus. 

Emergency electric braking is provided 
for by a position on the controller ar- 
ranged with a positive mechanical stop, 80 
that the allowable reverse movement of 
the controller handle brings the drum io 
braking position. This position is a re- 
verse one, with a limiting grid resistance 
in series, which will hold the bus to 
about ten miles per hour. 

Further braking effort can be had by 
speeding up the engine, so that a dead 
stop can be made electrically. A forward 
braking position is also provided, so that 
even with the engine stopped and other 
brakes failing, the bus will not roll back- 
ward down grade at a dangerous speed. 

Testing terminals are provided so that 
the output of the generator can be loaded 
on to a water rheostat or grid bank. thus 
permitting a quick and reliable method of 
checking engine condition. 

As the generator in the Mack gas-elec- 
tric occupies the place of the transmission 
in the gear-drive bus, the hand-brake lever 
is dispensed with and the right pedal, 
formerly the service brake, is connected to 
the emergency~ brake on the propeller 
shaft. This propller-shaft brake in the 
Mack bus operates independentiy of the 
service brake, which acts on rear wheel 
drums. 

Braking force in the emergency brake 
is applied directly to the driving shaft It 
is mounted between two bearings and uni- 
versals, mid length of the shaft. This ar- 
rangement not only provides a firm foun- 
dation for the brake, but it relieves both 
shafts of all but torsional load and pro- 
vides -the bearings with utter freedom 
from cramping due to frame weaving. 

The assembly is mounted on a_ cast 
steel base, suspended between closely 
spaced cross members of the frame. The 
brake has a drum eleven inches in diame- 
ter, six inches wide, this drum being a 
steel casting provided with numerous fins 
on its inner circumference for the purpose 
of radiatioin, and is carefully balanced 
| before assembly. The brake shoes are 
deeply ribbed drop forgings and one 
|} square foot of actual braking area is pro 
vided.
